Detroit sex scandal 


Under plea deal, mayor to 
quit, serve 4 months In jail 

Associated Press 

DETROIT Mayor Kwame Kilpatrick pleaded guilty 
to felony charges Thursday in a sex scandal, forcing 
him out of office after months of defiantly holding 
onto his job leading the nation’s iith-largest city 
He was ordered jailed for four months and fined 
$i million. 

“I lied under oath,” Kilpatrick said in court. 
The plea deal brings to an end a seven-month- 
long ordeal that has been a distraction for one of 
the nation’s most troubled cities, which suffers 
from some of the highest home foreclosure and 
unemployment rates in the country, and has 


struggled for decades against population loss, high 
crime and racial tension. 

The Detroit city charter automatically expels 
any mayor guilty of a felony Kilpatrick must 
announce his resignation immediately, and it will 
become effective in two weeks. 

City Council President Ken Cockrel Jr. will suc- 
ceed Kilpatrick as mayor until a special election 
is held. 

As part of Thursday’s deal, the 38 -year-old 
Democrat is to serve four months in jail and five years 
of probation. He also would pay the $i million in 
restitution over the five-year probationary period. 

During a separate hearing moments after 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judge David Groner 
accepted the mayor’s plea, Kilpatrick offered a no 
contest plea in an assault case. 


THE BACKGROUND 

Mayor Kwame Kilpatrick, who is married, 
and former top aide Christine Beatty were 
charged in March with perjury, misconduct and 
obstruction of justice. They’re accused of lying 
under oath about an affair and their roles in the 
firing of a deputy police chief. 

Beatty did not plead guilty and next will 
appear in court on Sept. 11. The judge said a plea 
deal in Beatty’s case appeared likely. 

Kilpatrick leaves a mixed legacy. He 
persuaded big business to invest in a city 
staggering from the auto industry’s woes and 
a decades-long exodus of people, but he failed 
to live up to a promising political future due to 
repeated scandal, ap 


The judge also accepted that plea, which called 
for Kilpatrick to serve a four-month jail sentence 
that would run at the same time. 

Kilpatrick had faced 10 felony counts in the two 
separate criminal cases.

VMAs need to 
bring edgy back 

Consider this an official SOS for the VMAs. 

MTV’s awards program— set to air on Sunday— has fallen upon 
hard times since its launch as must-see TV 25 years ago. 

Sure, it received a ratings bump last year when Britney Spears 
imploded onstage, even inspiring a tearful defense from a mascara- 
streaked vlogger. 

Otherwise, the VMAs’ ability to leave a lasting impression has been 
steadily compromised since its snake-charming, celeb-skewering days. 

In fact, the last broadcast I clearly remember— without the help 
of TbuTube clips— was in 2003, and not even because of the so- 
called scandalous lip-lock between Madonna and Britney Spears. 

No, 2003 was the year that Chris Rock showed MTV fans why he 
gets paid the big bucks with increasingly uncomfortable attacks on 
surprised celebs, including LiT Jon, Ashton Kutcher and Eminem. It 
also was the year Rock articulated what the rest of us were thinking 
about Janet Jackson’s relationship with the aesthetically challenged 
Atlanta producer Jermaine Dupri. 

“Seeingjanet Jackson with Jermaine Dupri is like finding out about 
a sale a day too late,” Rock famously quipped, according to the AP. 

Ouch. Cringe-worthy but captivating. 

The same cannot be said for subsequent VMA broadcasts, so I 
don’t have high hopes for Sunday’s show. But there is a slight chance 
we can save the once edgy awards show before it plummets to the 
bore-fest that is the Grammys. Here are some humble suggestions 
from a former fan to bring the sexy back by 2009. 

Choose compelling performers 

No offense to Rihanna, as I find her jagged haircut adorable and 
still like to echo-sing “umbrella, ella, ella, ay, ay, ay” in the shower. 

But the Barbados-born beauty’s stage presence is less than inspiring. 

Instead of tapping studio-only singers, MTV suits should seek 
the heat of true artists like Erykah Badu, who, this year, rightfully is 
nominated for several Moonmen for her dazzling “Honey” video. 

Plan the funny 

Last year, hilarity ensued as Britney Spears stumbled and 
bumbled her way around the stage like a deer in headlights. Strike 
that, as deer typically move with grace. But it’s unlikely that kind 
of gift will fall into MTV’s lap twice, as most performers tend to 
practice.

Rolling Stone had it right when it dubbed Chris Rock “the best 
host the VMAs have ever had.” Eor 2009, MTV should ask Rock to 
reclaim his throne, even if the move scares off spoiled celebs. These 
red-carpet walkers should be accustomed to relentless ribbing from 
the blogosphere, Perez Hilton andTMZ. And if they aren’t, there’s 
plenty of room for the overly sensitive artists in the audience at the 
(yawn) Grammys.

Judge: *Your long 
nightmare is over’ 


Murder case against 
South Side man tossed 

Chicago Tribune 

A South Side man who spent more than 
a quarter-century in prison for a murder 
another man allegedly confessed to won’t be 
retried because the Illinois attorney general’s 
office dismissed the charges Thursday 

“I’ve been telling everybody for the 
last 26 years, ‘I didn’t do this,’ and finally 
they did the right thing,” Alton Logan, 55, 
said Thursday after his case was formally 
dismissed. “I’m happy that I can finally get 
on with my life, try to do some of the things 
I want to do.” 

Logan spent 26 years in prison for the 
1982 slaying of Lloyd Wickliffe, a security 
guard at a McDonald’s restaurant. 

The attorney general’s office, which was 
asked to reinvestigate the case, moved 
Thursday to dismiss the charges against 
Logan, saying it was unable to prove him 


THE CONFESSION 

A judge ordered Alton Logan’s release on 
bond in April after two attorneys revealed 
that a former client had confessed to fatally 
shooting the guard in the 1982 slaying. 

The attorneys, bound by an oath of 
confidentiality, kept the confession secret 
until after their client, Andrew Wilson, died 
in prison in November. Wilson had been 
serving a life sentence for the murders of 
two Chicago police officers.

responsible. 

“From all that I have heard, Mr. Logan, 
you did not commit this murder,” Circuit 
Judge James Schreier said in support of the 
state agency’s decision. “Tbuhave, to borrow 
a phrase, endured a season in purgatory, but 
now— to borrow another saying— your long 
nightmare is over. Hopefully, you will enjoy 
a long life as a free man and hopefully see 
your White Sox in another World Series.” 

Logan expressed hope the decision would 
clear the way for him to find a job, perhaps 


in construction or plumbing. He said he had 
difficulty finding work while the attorney 
general’s office reviewed the case. 

Logan said he believes he was railroaded 
nearly three decades ago and plans to sue 
the county for compensation for his lost 
years. “I’m planning on litigation, so I 
can’t go into the reasons why I know this 
{about being railroaded], but I know this,” 
he said. 

Logan cried as he thanked the public 
defenders who helped win his freedom and 
his family for sticking with him. He also said 
he wanted an apology from Mayor Daley 

‘At the time of my conviction, Richard 
M. Daley was the state’s attorney,” Logan 
said. “He was the man that signed the death 
certificate. That’s the only apology I want, 
but I know I’ll never get it.” 

When asked about the case Thursday, 
Daley said he could not recall Logan’s case. 

“You know how many cases we had in 
the state’s attorney’s office?” Daley said, 
chuckling. 


FBI: ‘Second 
Hand Bandit’ 
prolific robber

Federal authorities believe an aspiring 
clothing designer is the “Second Hand 
Bandit,” a serial bank robber who earned his 
FBI moniker by wearing what appeared to be 
used suits and coats. 

His thread-worn appearance was no 
indicator of Joseph “Jose” Banks’ skills as 
a stickup man, 
investigators said. 

The FBI called 
him one of the 
most prolific bank 
robbers in Chicago 
history, holding up 
as many as 21 banks. 

He wore disguises 
and used a bogus 
Jamaican accent as 
he aggressively took 
over banks, ordering 
employees and 
customers onto the 
floor at gunpoint as 
he hurdled counters 
and entered vaults. 

In two of the 
holdups, he escaped 
with a combined 
$589,000. 

Relatives at Banks’ 
last known address 
in the 4200 block 
of South Indiana 
Avenue said Thursday he runs a clothing 
line called “Geosuff ” Mannequins in black 
evening dresses were scattered around the 
apartment, and five sewing machines filled 
one room. 

Authorities said a cousin was Banks’ 
undoing. 

After the cousin was arrested for a separate 
bank robbery in 2006, he implicated Banks, 
saying Banks mentored him on how to carry 
out holdups and recruited him to take part 
in about 10 robberies on the North Side 
between December 2004 and August 2005, 
authorities said. 

According to a criminal complaint unsealed 
in federal court Thursday, investigators began 
watching Banks at times after the cousin’s 
arrest. Banks continued his bank jobs into 
2007, authorities alleged. 

On Thursday U.S. Magistrate Judge Jeffrey 
Cole ordered Banks held in custody pending 
a detention hearing next week.

Edwards, who admitted last month that 
he had an extramarital affair with a former 
campaign worker, backed out of all public 
commitments between now and the Nov. 4 
election, according to a statement released 
by his booking agent. 

Jesse Jackson in the hospital 

Rev. Jesse Jackson was being treated 
Thursday morning at Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital after falling ill. Jackson 
told the Associated Press that doctors told 
him he has viral gastroenteritis but are 
conducting more tests. Jackson said he 
was in Georgia earlier in the week when he 
began to feel ill after apparently becoming 
dehydrated. The federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention says viral 
gastroenteritis is an inflammation of the 
stomach and intestines and isn’t considered 
serious for most people.

Leslie Russell thought she had plenty 
of time to make it to Prentice Women’s 
Hospital to deliver her baby But she was 
wrong. 

Her 8 -pound, 9 -ounce daughter was 
born Tuesday in the front seat of her 
Toyota Camry outside Bernard A. Mitchell 
Hospital in Hyde Park. 

On Monday, Russell, a graduate stu- 
dent, misjudged mild labor pains as a sign 
she was about to give birth and went to 
Prentice. 

But she was sent home after she was told 
it was a false alarm, Russell said. 

Despite feeling slight pain the next 
morning, she cooked breakfast for her 
2-year-old son and called her mother to 
come over. 

“I thought to myself: ‘This baby is never 
coming,’ ” said Russell, 28. 

Russell had planned a natural birth, so 
she called her midwife while she waited for 
her mother. 

About seven blocks from her house. 


Russell felt the overwhelming urge to 
push. Once she got to 67th Street, the 
baby’s head crowned. 

“I told {my mother] I couldn’t make it. 
Her head was coming out,” she said. 

The soon-to-be grandmother reached 
down, felt the baby’s head and accelerat- 
ed. When they got to 59th Street and Ellis 
Avenue in front of Bernard A. Mitchell 
Hospital, the baby’s head was completely 
out. Russell’s mother parked the car in the 
middle of the street, jumped out and yelled 
for help. 

Suddenly, a woman appeared. Luckily, 
she was a pediatrician who was on her way 
home but had forgotten something in her 
office and decided to go back. 

‘A man on the street told me, ‘I think 
she’s having a baby’ ” said Heather 
Johnston, an instructor of pediatrics at the 
hospital. Johnston climbed into the car to 
help Russell deliver the baby 

On the next push, Russell gave birth to 
a healthy and chubby baby girl.

Gang turf battle 
led to crossfire 
that killed girl 

A man trying to shoot rival street gang 
members as part of a long-running turf 
battle instead ended up gunning down 
Nequiel Fowler, 

10, as she played 
with her young- 
er sister on the 
South Side ear- 
lier this week, 
prosecutors 
said Thursday 

That man 
and three other Nequiel Fowler 
men were 

charged with first-degree murder in 
Fowler’s slaying and attempted first- 
degree murder for allegedly shooting 
toward her blind little sister, Valerie, 5, 
as the two walked down the street. 

During a bail hearing Thursday, the 
man accused of shooting her, Luis Pena, 
20, was denied bail on the charges as was 
Antoine Lacy, 25. The two other men— 
Joey Chico, 23, and Raymond Jones, 18 — 
charged in the girl’s death were ordered 
held in lieu of $i million bail by Cook 
County Judge Raymond Myles. 

According to prosecutors, Pena, Lacy 
and Chico are all members of the Latin 
Dragons street gang, with Lacy oper- 
ating as the gang’s enforcer, giving out 
orders to the members below him. 

Jones, who is not a member of the 
gang, lives along an alley in the 8700 
block of South Exchange Avenue that 
serves as a dividing line for Dragon 
territory and Latin King turf, where 
the gangs frequently shoot at each 
other, said Assistant State’s Atty Maria 
McCarthy 

It was in that alley Monday that Pena 
used a .380 caliber gun to fire at rival 
gang members, McCarthy alleged. 

With encouragement from Lacy, 
McCarthy said, Pena fired the gun 
toward Latin King territory just as the 
two young girls walked into the gang- 
way and the path of the bullets.

Food safety 
issues shut 
businesses 


By Tracy Swartz i redeye 

The city closed more than 70 food establishments from June through 
August for violations ranging from mouse droppings to lack of em- 
ployee hygiene to fruit fly infestations. 

The city Department of Public Health and Mayor Daley’s Dumpster 
Task Force inspect restaurants, grocery stores, bakeries and other 
businesses that serve food. The public health department regularly 
checks on all the city’s food establishments while the Dumpster 
Task Force typically inspects a business after receiving a complaint 
or noticing problems outside the business. 

The public health department inspects most food businesses at least 
twice a year because the establishments use raw product and prepare 
food from scratch, department spokesman Tim Hadac said. 

The department checks to make sure businesses are following 
proper food handling practices and maintaining appropriate prod- 
uct temperatures, personal hygiene and pest control. 

Only an “extremely small percentage” of the tens of thou- 
sands of restaurant inspections the public health department 
conducts each year result in an establishment shutdown, 
Hadac said. 

Meanwhile, the Dumpster Task Force inspects a busi- 
ness after receiving a complaint through 311 or if in- 
spectors notice the establishment has an overflowing 
Dumpster or container that holds grease. Spokes- 
man Matt Smith estimates one in 10 task force 
0 visits results in a business shutdown. 

Businesses shut down by the task 
0 force and the public health department 

have the opportunity to fix the alleged 
violations for a reinspection. Many 
businesses reopen after the follow-up 
inspection. 

“We want to give management a 
chance to correct their problems,”

Tight with me* 


McCain calls on faithful to 
bring change to Washington 

Associated Press 

ST. PAUL John McCain, a POW turned political 
rebel, vowed Thursday night to vanquish the 
“constant partisan rancor” that grips Washington 
as he launched his fall campaign for the White 
House. “Change is coming,” he promised the 
roaring Republican National Convention and a 
prime-time television audience. 

“Fight with me. Fight with me. Fight with me. 
Fight for what’s right for our country,” he said. 

To repeated cheers from his delegates, McCain 
made only passing reference to an unpopular 


President Bush and criticized fellow Republicans 
as well as Democratic rival Barack Obama in 
reaching out to independents and swing voters 
who will pick the next president. 

“We were elected to change Washington, and 
we let Washington change us,” he said of the 
Republicans who controlled Congress for a dozen 
years before they were voted out of office in 2006. 

As for Obama, he said, “I will keep taxes low 
and cut them where I can. My opponent will 
raise them. I will cut government spending. He 
will increase it.” 

McCain’s wife, Cindy, and ticketmate Sarah 
Palin and her husband joined him on stage as 
thousands of red, white and blue balloons cas- 
caded from high above the convention floor. 


Unlike Obama’s speech a week ago, McCain 
offered no soaring oratory until his speech-end- 
ing summons to fight for the country’s future. 

But his own measured style left his crowd 
cheering, and as is his habit in campaign stops 
around the country, he stepped off the stage to 
plunge into the crowd after his speech. 

McCain’s appearance was the climax of the 
final night of the party convention, coming after 
delegates made Palin the first female vice presi- 
dential nominee in Republican history 

A video reviewing his long public career was 
aired in the convention center, and most of it 
focused on his military service. The video, nar- 
rated by actor Robert Duvall, included photos 
of McCain with former Presidents Nixon and 
Reagan, but no images of him with the current 
president. 

McCain paid a brief tribute to Bush at the top 
of his speech, praising him for his leadership fol- 
lowing the terrorist attacks of Sept, ii, 2001, but 
without mentioning him by name.

Saddam abuse museum 
coming to Abu Ghraib 


P; J BAGHDAD The notorious Abu Ghraib 
prison is getting a face-lift: work 
to reopen the facility and construct a 
museum documenting Saddam Hussein’s 
crimes— but not the abuses committed 
there by U.S. guards. 

The sprawling complex, which has 
not held prisoners since 2006, will be 
refurbished with the goal of taking new 
inmates in about a year, the government 
said Thursday 

Also, a section of the 280 -acre site 


just west of Baghdad will be converted 
into the museum featuring execution 
chamber exhibits and other displays of 
torture tools used by Saddam’s regime— 
including an iron chain used to tie 
prisoners together. 

But Iraq’s predominantly Shiite 
government has no plans to document the 
U.S. military abuse scandal that erupted in 
2004 with the publication of photographs 
that shocked the world: grinning U.S. 
soldiers mistreating Iraqi prisoners, some 


naked, being held on leashes or in painful 
and sexually humiliating positions. 

Iraq’s deputy justice minister, Busho 
Ibrahim, told The Associated Press that 
the American brutality was “nothing” 
compared with the violence and atrocities 
of Saddam and his Sunni-dominated Baath 
party 

The government’s announcement did 
not detail the full scope of the refurbishing 
work and didn’t say whether the museum 
would be open to the public.

Ryan Dempster stepped out in front of the 
team’s headquarters at the beginning of Spring 
Training nearly seven months ago and made 
a bold statement: He said he thought the 
Chicago Cubs would win the World Series. 

Dempster’s optimism remains intact, despite 
a recent funk that has seen the first-place Cubs 
drop five straight games for the first time this 
season. 

And not only are the Cubs trying to weather 
the losing skid, but they also learned Thursday 
that ace Carlos Zambrano has rotator cuff ten- 
dinitis, a condition that required an injection 
of anti-inflammatory medication. 

Zambrano, who will miss his turn Sunday 
in Cincinnati, hopes to begin throwing in St. 
Louis when the Cubs go there next Wednesday 


And if all goes well, he could rejoin the rotation 
for a series in Houston and pitch against the 
Astros. 

“It’s a relief knowing Z doesn’t have anything 
more significant than what we thought. And 
hopefully he’ll pitch in Houston, which means 
he will only miss one turn,” General Manager 
Jim Hendry said Thursday 

So, in the looth anniversary year of their 
last World Series win, the Cubs are sorting out 
some major issues. They have 22 games remain- 
ing and just six are at Wrigley Field, where they 
are 51-24. 

“Obviously you lose five in a row and don’t 
play as well as you are capable, it’s frustrating 
for everybody,” said Dempster, who has 15 wins 
after being converted from a closer. “There are 
better times ahead. I promise that.”

Itbung Jeezy may seem like an unlikely politi- 
cal commentator, given his status as a rap- 
per. But on his new CD, “The Recession,” he 
talks about more than just hustling, putting in 
his two cents about the economy, struggling 
times and Democratic presidential candidate 
Barack Obama. 

The platinum-selling, Atlanta-based rap- 
per is broadening his subject matter as he also 
tries to appeal to a wider audience. So far, it 
seems he’s achieving that goal: He appeared 
on Usher’s No. i hit, “Love in This Club,” and 
got a boost when Michael Phelps gave him 
props in Beijing, noting he jammed to the 
Jeezy hit “Go Getta” before bringing home a 
record eight Olympic gold medals. 

Sitting back while wearing an Obama T- 
shirt and studded diamond chain, the 30 -year- 
old recently talked about his third album. 

What’s the overall message you’re trying to 
send with the new album? 

We as people, we have to stand. We have to 
get together as far as voting, we have to get 
together as far as our communities, we have 
to get together as far as our culture. We all 
know we’re in a recession, how are we going 
to deal with it? We’re going to deal with it 
the same way when the Vietnam War was 
going on: with good music. We’re going to 
party our way through it; we cannot sit here 
and cry about it. 

How was It recording the single '*Put On” featur- 
ing Kanye West? 

I reached out to Kanye because my element 
of it was so street (that) I wanted to see how 
he felt and what he felt “putting on” was. 
And he went in a totally different direction; 
he felt like “putting on” was putting on his 
homies and putting on other people in the 
game. And it just made sense. And when I 
perform that song now I feel good about it. 

With rappers getting a lot of negative attention, 
do you think their endorsements of Barack 
Obama could hurt his chance of becoming 
president? 

As any smart individual, he has to separate 
himself because we do live a different type 
of life. I don’t think it hurts, I think it shows 
the excitement and the urgency Everyone’s 
feeling it; I think everyone’s excited for that 
change. 

Mow’d it feel when Michael Phelps said he lis- 



tened to your music before swim races at the 
Beijing Olympics? 

They going, “Wow. Why would he listen 
to him to be motivated?” Because, it’s real 
music, and it’s real people and it’s real life. 
And we’re not trying to sugarcoat it. So, 
we’re just saying what we feel, and it’s com- 
ing out as motivational music. ... To get that 
from my music ... man ... I’m speechless bro. 

So I hear you’re registering to vote. 

I’m excited; I feel like I’m going to sign 
for a new car and I don’t need a co-signer 
this time. I’m going to do it myself So I’m 
definitely going to try to encourage a lot of 
people from my city to actually come with 
me. ... Tour one vote could have made that 
change; that one vote could be that vote. It 
could be my vote, you never know

You know The 88, even if you don’t. 
You’ve heard the L.A. band’s sticky 
melodies, and maybe tilted your 
ear toward Keith Slettedahl’s grav- 
ity-defying vocals for, oh, seconds 
at a time— the group’s songs hav- 
ing found their way into films, TV 
shows and commercials some 40 
times in the last five years. 

Yet for people whose music has 
been sliced and diced, reduced and 
recontextualized. The 88’s three- 
man brain trust remained purists 
when they set about writing songs 
for their forth- 
coming third 
record. 

‘An album’s 
still an album to 
us,” Slettedahl 
says. “Having 
our music used 
in this way 
was definitely 
nothing we ever set out to do.” 

Neither the pressure for commer- 
cial viability nor the arrival of Island 
Records, which signed the band last 
year, caused Slettedahl and band- 
mates Adam Merrin and Anthony 
Zimmitti to stray from what made 
them a by-the-bootstraps success 
story over their first two albums: 
timeless pop songs performed with 
panache. 

If the group’s new album, “Not 
Only ... But Also” (due Oct. 28) 
sounds a bit more leviathan, check 
for the fingerprints of heavyweight 
producers Kenny “Babyface” 
Edmonds (Eric Clapton, Eall Out 
Boy, Madonna) and Matt Wallace 
(Maroon 5, Paul Wes terberg). 

The 88 had the stuff to conquer 
the likes of “The O.C.,” “Grey’s 
Anatomy” and “How I Met Your 
Mother,” and one of its songs, ‘All 
’Cause of Y)u,” has been in three 
movies. But can the band make 
waves on radio? The first single is a 
muscled-up reworking of “Coming 
Home,” a veteran of two TV com- 
mercials now ready for its full four 
minutes.

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Cage takes a risk in 
‘Bangkok Dangerous’

Nicolas Cage didn’t wind up in Bangkok by 
accident. 

As the Oscar-winning actor explains it, he 
wanted to shake up his image by appearing in 
a foreign-made film. 

“On my path of film acting, I’ve been 
trying to think more and more internation- 
ally, trying to have a global mind,” Cage said. 
“That means going to foreign countries and 
working with filmmakers who have a special 
point of view that will reinvent me in an alter- 
native light.” 

Cage stars in “Bangkok Dangerous,” an 
American remake of the Hong Kong thrill- 
er about Joe, an assassin of few words who 
travels to Thailand’s capital to carry out a 
series of contract killings. Originally made 
in Hong Kong by siblings Danny and Oxide 
Pang, the action-horror hotshots responsible 
for the 2003 Chinese movie hit “The Eye,” 
“Bangkok” opens Friday 

In the film, Joe falls under Bangkok’s exotic 
thrall, drawn into a tentative romance with 
a comely deaf-mute pharmacy assistant. And 
he begins to question his isolated existence 
just as the mobsters who ordered his services 
decide to put Joe in the crosshairs. 

Shot on location with a Thai crew, 
“Bangkok” delivers a strong sense of place— 
gunbattles are intercut with shots of floating 
lotus blooms; a high-octane boat and motor- 
cycle chase unfolds in a picturesque “floating

market”; and Thailand’s national symbol, the 
elephant, provides a recurring theme. But the 
filmmakers hope the movie will stand out to 
moviegoers by offering a kind of cultural 
immersion in an alternative filmic universe. 

“It is an Asian movie, not an American one,” 
said Cage, who also produced “Bangkok.” “We 
didn’t want to make any concessions to the 
American audience and let the Pangs do any- 
thing they could to break from the American 
moviemaking formula. I have no idea how it 
is going to connect with viewers. I place this 
one under the category of ‘experimental.’ It’s 
one of the most unusual films I have made.” 

For Cage, the decision to remake “Bangkok 
Dangerous” was predicated on a certain 
“philosophical” connection to his off-camera 
existence. 

“In my own life, I married a Korean lady,” 
Cage said, “and I know the enchantment, 
bewilderment and isolation of trying to fit 
into a culture and not knowing how. All of 
those feelings are organically rolled into 
‘Bangkok Dangerous.’ ”
